Chaplin’s famous mustache first appeared 
in the 1914 short film Kid Auto Races in 
Venice. It was added at the last minute, when 
a studio exec demanded he do something to 

make himself look older. It’s rumored that 
Adolf Hitler, a huge Chaplin fan, trimmed his 
own mustache to mimic the look. 


Chaplin used the same prop 


’stache for 15 years, vowing 
to go smooth shaven for the rest 
of his career if he ever lost it. He 
almost got a chance after 1931’s 
City Lights, when a guest mistook 


the tiny flavor saver for a hairball 
and tossed it out. Fortunately, Chaplin 
walked in and saved it from the Dumpster. 


Ona trip to Japan in the 1930s, the 

superstar was targeted for assassina- 
tion by a criminal society known as The Black 
Dragon, who hoped Chaplin’s murder would 
spark a war with America. Apparently, they 


didn’t realize he was British.

ris Eggle had just 
begun his noon shift 
when the radio 
crackled to life. 
Dispatch was calling 
out a “10-5”—keep 

a lookout. A stolen 
gray SUV had 
successfully crossed the Mexican 
border into Arizona’s Organ Pipe 
Cactus National Monument. As Eggle 
prepared to hop on the highway in 
pursuit, a border-patrol agent named 
Isaac Cohen pulled up in a van. Eggle 
mentioned the 10-5, and the two 
agreed to team up and go offer 
assistance. They drove in Eggle’s 
Chevy Durango truck to an old, 


| dilapidated ranch near the border. 


There the men decided to go the rest 
of the distance through the rough 
desert overgrowth on foot, despite 


| the intense August heat. 


Before leaving the truck, Cohen 
reached up to the gun mount on 
the ceiling of the cab and grabbed 
Eggle’s shotgun. Eggle was also 
trained to carry a military-grade 
M-16 machine gun, but he had read 
recently that shotgun blasts left far 
less damage to the desert flora, so 
he left it behind. As they prepared 
to begin their search, a border- 
patrol helicopter flying over the area 
spotted the gray SUV in the park 
heading northwest, and radioed in a 
request for backup. Eggle and Cohen 
were only a half-mile away. 
As the two waded into the dense 


growth of thick 
bushes and prickly 
cactuses, Cohen 
noticed a pack of 
heavily armed 
Mexican officials 
standing by a car- 
sized opening in the 
border fence about a 
hundred feet to the 
south of where he and 
Eggle had parked. He recognized 
Mexican Federale and military 
uniforms, as well as police officers. 
Cohen says he remembers thinking at 
the time that it was an exceptional 
amount of law-enforcement officials 
for what he assumed were just a 
couple of border-jumping smugglers. 
Cohen would later learn that he and 
Eggle were actually chasing drug 
traffickers who were suspected in the 
murder of four drug-cartel members 
in Mexico the night before—and that 
they were armed with AK-47 assault 
rifles. For Cohen, this type of 
potentially deadly work was what he 
expected as a border-patrol agent

The reality 
is that many are fully trained federal 
law-enforcement officers with for- 
midable tactical and weapons skills.

| What separates park rangers from 
everyday cops is that they are 
charged primarily with protecting 
national parks. That straightforward 

| task has become a nightmarish 
prospect in recent years, as the giddy 
nature-loving park visitors of yore 
have been joined by wife-beating 
drunks, meth-head fugitives, violent 

drug smugglers and gun-toting 
gangs. In 2001, the Justice Depart- 
ment released a study showing that a 
park ranger was three times more 
likely to be assaulted or killed than 
a customs agent, and 15 times more” 
likely than an FBI or DEA agent. 

Further complicating the work 

of rangers is the fact that there > 
are 388 parks and other sites 
maintained by the US Park 
Service, accounting for

84 million acres of land, and a mere 


ally precarious. Besides the fact that 
there were only four full-time park 
rangers to deal with 400,000 tourists 
in 2002, Organ Pipe’s proximity to the 
Mexican border makes it an inviting 
entrance into the US for up to 1,000 
illegal aliens each day. 

Rangers tend to leave these 
aliens for the border patrol and 
concern themselves instead with the 
increasing traffic of drug smugglers, 
who over the past few years have 

| carved dozens of roads and hundreds 
of footpaths through virgin wilder- 
ness. Last year, Organ Pipe’s park 
rangers confiscated more than 
14,000 pounds of marijuana worth

Surrounding him was an impressive 
desert landscape that he cherished: 
rows of giant 10-year-old saguaro 
cactuses, patches of creosote bush, 
scattered mesquite trees and the 
noble organ pipe cactus for which 
the national park was named. 

Eggle had been a park ranger

for four years, and though he had 
adjusted to the fact that his job some- 
times required him to carry an M-16 
and wear camo fatigues and a Kevlar 
vest, his primary reason for being a 
ranger was a love of the outdoors. 
Working amid the relatively dangerous 
environment of Organ Pipe was a big 
challenge, but Eggle was the type who 
thrived under pressure. He had been 
his high school valedictorian, a star 
track athlete and president of his 
class at the Federal Law Enforcement 


Dale Thompson, Eggle’s former 
supervisor, was impressed by his 
exceptional dedication. “Kris was 
from the old school of rangering,” 
Thompson says. “He believed in his 
job and in protecting the environ-

| ment. Everyone looked up to Kris.” 


Eggle’s ranger comrades like to laugh 
about the time when, after the 
rangers had rounded up a load of 
illegals in the desert, Eggle made his 
peers haul off six bags of trash the 
people had been carrying. Then, 
instead of tossing the garbage, he 
sifted through it all by hand to sort 
out the recyclables and sent the 


| canned goods to a church. 


“T noticed right away that Kris 
was a lot more conscious of the 
desert than the border-patrol 
agents,” Cohen recalls of that 
afternoon pursuit. Technically, it’s 
against park regulations for any 
vehicle to travel on non-designated 


| roads. True to his ethos, Eqgle wasn’t 


making any exceptions, and insisted 
that he and Cohen continue on foot. 
“An agent typically will drive across 
the desert to get the bad guys,” 


| Cohen admits. “But Kris was very 


concerned that there were no roads, 
so he wanted us to run.” 


Still trudging through the dense bush 
in pursuit of what they thought were 
two smugglers, Eggle and Cohen 
learned over the radio that the 


| suspects had ditched their SUV and 


run off in opposite directions. The 
first suspect had been quickly tackled 
by border-patrol agents and wrestled 
into handcuffs, but the other suspect 
had escaped and vanished into the 
landscape. When Eggle and Cohen 
arrived at a brush-laden wash, Cohen 
handed Eggle the shotgun and 


suggested they split up and search 
the banks on each side. A border- 
patrol agent and an immigration 
inspector soon arrived to assist.

Cohen went with them into the next 


wash while Eggle headed alone to the 


road along the border. “I thought it 
was crazy, because we were pushing 
brush aside with our guns,” Cohen 
| recalls. “The suspect could have been 

anywhere and we were probably 
walking right toward him.” 

A radio call from a border-patrol 
helicopter circling above sent them 
all rushing back to the first wash: 


The suspect was spotted there hiding 


in the brush. Guided by the pilot’s 
directions, Eggle moved into the 
brush while Cohen and the other 
agents were still racing back to 


provide assistance. Before they could 


arrive, three shots rang out. The 


| agents hit the dirt and waited for the 


response of Eqgle’s shotgun, but

and a few seconds later found them- 
selves facedown in the dirt again as 
a barrage of fire blasted across the 
desert. Then there was only tre 
sound of the helicopter an” he pilot 
on the radio shouting, “Ot .cer 
down! I repeat, officer down!” 
Cohen was the second person to 
reach Eggle, who lay in the dirt near 
the border. One of the gunman’s 
bullets had ricocheted off of Eggle’s 
radio and into the space between his 
vest and his belt. Loosening Eggle’s 
bulletproof vest, Cohen searched for 
an exit wound, but couldn’t find one. 
That wasn’t good, as the chopper 
couldn’t land in the wash and they 
| were two hours from a hospital. Cohen 
and the other agents carried Eggle to 
a truck and headed for Highway 85. 
Thirty minutes later, as Cohen 
directed traffic and a Lifeflight 
helicopter landed nearby, a nurse 
pronounced Eggle dead. The bullet

work in the same dangerous environ- 


ment that claimed one of their best. 
“If this was the military and we were 
at war, it would be different to see 
him die,” Cohen says. “But we're not 
supposed to be at war here.”

Now, 
with the day winding down, the 
rapper ambles over, freestyling in 
his trademark slow snarl, “Shut the 
fuck up, bitch, and let the pimping 
commence.” Somehow he manages 
to make that sound smooth, even 
a little sweet. “Don’t worry, my 
princess,” he says with a hug that’s 
an elaborate, windy thing, all extra- 
long limbs and oversize track suit. 
“We'll talk tomorrow.” 

It makes everything OK. 


11:38 a.m. Tuesday 


FHM is back at the show’s temporary 
home base, a parking lot across from 
a mortuary that the production has 
filled with trailers. Snoop arrives 
miraculously close to his call time, 
in good spirits despite an all-night 
recording session at the nearby 
Chuuch, an unassuming house that 
he’s transformed into a makeshift 
studio and hangout. He heads into 
hair and wardrobe while the director 
juggles the schedule to accommodate 
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Snoop's uncharacteristically prompt 
appearance. “I come when I want, 
do what I want,” Snoop states 
matter-of-factly. “I’m 100 percent 
in charge and, shit, it’s the doggy 
fizzle!” In the two days FHM is on 
set, that’s the one and only use of 
Snoop-speak, the Dogg’s grammar- 
rules-free language. Though it 
sounds convoluted, the wordplay 
is built around one simple rule: It’s 
fun to say “izzle.” 


12:30 p.m. 


For the first skit of the day, Snoop 
is playing chess against giant bags 
of bud, or more accurately, bags of 
moss from Home Depot. As far as 
the public is concerned, the rapper

swore off pot months ago, and the 
sketch is meant to illustrate how 
he’s mentally tougher than addic- 
tion. Trouble is, Snoop doesn’t know 
how to play chess, and the weed, 
though inanimate, seems to be 
winning. Just as FHM is pondering 
the profundity of that metaphor, the 
preschool class next door begins 
blaring a Barney movie, and the 
show’s audio is soon drowned out 
by grating dinosaur sing-alongs. 

A stagehand is hastily dispatched

It’s in between shoots, and Snoop 
is pacing a boxing ring, looking for 
more action after once again prov- 
ing his dominance over the reefer by 
pounding a bag labeled “weed.” He 
begins mixing it up with a speed bag. 
“Yeah, Suge Knight, take it,” he says, 
swinging harder. “Take it, bitch.” 
For a man who keeps insisting 
he wants to watch his kids grow up, 
picking a fight with hip-hop’s most 
notorious thug might not be the 
wisest course of action. Muttering at 
a punching bag in a remote gym is 
one thing, but releasing “Pimp 
Slapp’d,” a ditty calling Tha Row’s 
CEO a “bitch like his wife”—isn’t 
that begging for retaliation? 
“I don’t have a problem 
with him,” Snoop says. “He’s 
always had the problem 
with me. I was just defend- 
ing myself.” And if pre- 
emptive defense is a good 
enough excuse for US 
foreign policy, it’s damn 
well good enough for 
escalating a West Coast turf 
war.
